at my disposal, to avert the calamities with 
which you are threatened. 


Ours isa Government of laws, to them we 
owe all obedience, and their faithful adminis- 
tration is the best guarantee for the enjoy- 
ment ofour rights. 3 

No citizen, nor number of citizens, bave a 
right, to fake the redress of their grievances, 
whether real or imaginary, into their own 
~ hands: Sach conduct strikes at the very ex- 
istence of society, and subverts the founda- 
tion on which it is based. Not being willing 
to persuade myself that any portion of the 
citizens of the State of Missouri are so lost 
to a sense of -these truths as to require the 
exercise of force, in order to ensure a respect 
for them. fe 

After advising with the Attorney General‘ 
and exetcising my best judgment, I would 
advise you to make a trial of the efficacy of 
the laws, the Judge of your circuit is a con- 
servator of the peace. If an affidavit is 
made before him by any of you, that your 
Kives are threatened and you believe them in 
danger, it would be his duty to have the of: 
fender apprehended and bind them to keep 
the peace. Justices of the piece in their re- 
ap2cti.e counties have the same authority, 
and itis made their duty to exercise it. 
Take, then, tis cours, obtain a warrant, let 
at be placed in the hands of the proper officer, 
and the experinent be tested whether 
the laws can be peacibly executed or not. 
{n the event they cannot be, and that faet is 
officially notified to me, my duty will require 
m2? to take such steps as will enforce a favor- 
able exveution of them. 

With regard to thainjurics you have sus- 
tained by destruction of property, &c, the 
law is open te redresg2s, I cannot permit 
myself to doubt that the courts will be open 
to you, nor ae you will find difficulty in 
procurin legal advocates to sue tor dameges 
therein.
